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Personality of Christ

PART III 


You will readily agree with me that 
Jesus the Christ was a personality, that 
He was our Redeemer. Our motive here 
is to give proof that He was and is and 
ever will be the Son of God, the second 
person in the Godhead, empowered with 
dispensational power. Note carefully the 
dispensation of the Father from crea- 
tion until Christ, the dispensation of 
Christ from His birth until Pentecost 
the dispensation of the Holy Ghost from 
Pentecost up to date. 

Jesus is considered the first and the 
last in this dispensation or grace age the 
Christian era. The very term “first and 
last”’ indicates others between, as with 
the Father, Jesus being the second Adam 
—Adam a type of Christ. We quote Paul 
in 1 Cor. 15: 22, “For as in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive.” Adam represented the law. Christ 
said on the cross, “It is finished,” refer- 
ting to the purchase price of our salva- 
tion by His sacrifices. 

He was not Jehovah or Father for He 
had a Father and a mother, beginning 
and ending of days. He was appointed 
heir of our salvation, co-partner with 
God, business manager, His own words 
with the words of God prove this. He 
was born of a woman, like unto man, in 
the form of man, but this did not de- 
stroy His divinity. He was more than 
man—He was human and divine. 

His place in the Godhead, His divine 
appointment, should always be consid- 
ered and must be if we receive any bene- 
fits. Look to Him, honor Him as our 
Savior, Redeemer, Mediator, Advocate, 
the God man, Son of God with power 
invested in Him from God. In the com- 
pletion of the ordained plan of salvation. 
God would have us to know Him, to 
know Christ, to know the Holy Ghost, 
to acquaint ourselves with His will and 
work. 


We may never be able to fathom Him 
in His fulness, His greatness. Many mys- 
teries will go unsolved. The mysteries of 
the work of the Trinity may never all 
be solved by man. It was once said by a 
little boy that God was so large the 
world couldn’t hold Him and yet se 
small that He could dwell in his little 
heart—a mystery unsolved, yet what he 
called God was love, spirit, faith and the 
influence of a great personality. 

We may say that with the person of 
God or of Christ dwelling in us we 


would be divine, would be God or 
Christ, as the case may be; but 
the Holy Ghost can dwell in us

and then we are not divine or the Holy 
Ghost. We are still human, perhaps have 
some weaknesses. Another mystery! This 
does not mean that it will be impossible 
to know what God wants us to know, 
for our salvation and to study His eter- 
nal truth and obey His will will clear 
many unsolved problems. Ignorance of 
this is wrecking the world to-day. 

“Come let us reason together.” In na- 
ture we consider the husband the head of 
the house, so ordained of God, as the 
stronger, the ruler, and the wife as the 
weaker, and it would be considered so by 
the children. The husband is father and 
they know that mother isn’t father, but 
love and cherish her equally as much. 

This statement would not belittle 
Christ in our estimation, for without 
Him the plan of God would not have 
been perfected and we look on Him and 
honor Him with God. He was with God 
in the beginning but will you please not- 
ice that God created everything before 
He did man. Then He said, “Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness; 
and let them have dominion over all the 
creation, 

All was created and made—worlds, 
seas, heaven, earth, every living beast of 
land and sea, fowls and birds of the air. 
Then in the consideration of man, the 
height of His creation, the crowning 
work of His hand, something He wanted 
to pattern or form after Himself, He 
called Christ to counsel first, and said, 
“Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness.” 

We may suppose that Christ only gave 
His approval in pleasure and submissive- 
ness and was not selfish or voiced His 
disapproval of having man made in His 
likeness. So God then made man in His 
own image, in the image of God created 
He him. Christ was already in His like- 
ness. Paul in Heb. 1:1-4 said, “Being 
made so much better than the angels.” 

Solomon said God made man upright 
but he has sought out many inventions, 
Eccl. 7:29. David said it was He that 
made us, Ps. 100:3. Man surely has been 
a perplexing problem, uncontrollable, un- 
manageable. Of all the creation, he is 
the hardest to deal with. Unlike Christ 
in doing the will of the Father, yet like 
Christ in the likeness of God. He was 
given wisdom and knowledge, created 
for His glory, given intelligence, and do- 
minion over all the other creation, yet 
man disregards God and His love and 
goodness that gave them such privileges, 
a nice world, home, every thing nice and 
pleasant with plenty. Man _ thought 
he was intelligent enough to carry on 
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without God, as many are thinking to- 
day, and by disregarding God’s will and 
purpose they have ceased to appreciate 
Him and have brought havoc and ruin 
to the world and are drifting farther 
away as time goes by. 

Ged in creation said the ‘earth was 
without form and void. He didn’t say 
this about heaven, or who He had created 
or made to inhabit it at the time, bur 
you will find that when He was perfect- 
ing a plan of salvation, He took from 
heaven its most noted character, bright- 
est jewel, Jesus, and sent Him on a mis- 
sionary tour of this unpleasant, wicked 
world made so by man_ disregarding 
God’s instructions. 

We will have to note prophecy and 
its fulfillment concerning Christ, to be 
able to understand His dispensational 
grant of power, Gen. 3:15. “I will put 
enmity between....thy seed and her 
seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.” Again, Gen. 21:12; 
Heb. 11:18, “For in Isaac shall thy seed 
be called.” This promise was made to 
Abraham in the establishing of God’s 
covenant, and this seed is Christ, Gal. 
3:16. 

Abraham, in the offering up of Isaac as 
a sacrifice, is a type of God in offering up 
Christ. And Moses said, “In thy seed 
shall all nations of the earth be blest.” 
This sacrifice opened up the way for the 
Gentile, every nation of earth. This was 
not so with Abraham, Isaac, and no one 
until Christ. So this prophecy was con- 
cerning Him. Gen. 17:7; 22:18. Moses 
again said, “The sceptre shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a lawgiver from be- 
tween his feet, until Shiloh come, and 
unto him shall the gathering of the peo- 
ple be,” Gen. 49:10. 

What is the sceptre? Who is Shiloh? 
Moses tells us in Duet. 18:15,19, “The 
Lord thy God will raise up unto thee a 
Prophet....unto him shall ye hearken. 
I will require it of him.” This prophet 
was Jesus that Moses referred to, so just 
look at the fulfillment of these words. 
“We have found him of whom Moses in 
the law, and the prophets, did write. Je- 
sus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph,” John 
1:45. See Acts 3:22, 24; 7:37-54. “Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in hearts 
and cars, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost ....as your fathers did, so do ye. 
Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted? and they have slain 
them which shewed before of the com- 
ing of the Just One; of whom ye have 
been now the betrayers and murderers.” 
Yes, the Just One, the Holy One, the 
Prince of Life was denied, rejected, de- 
livered up and killed. Acts 3:12, 18. 
These things which had been spoken by 
the mouth of God and the prophets, that 
Christ should suffer, He hath so ful-

“Every morning when we arise we 
should say to ourselves, ‘Be ready for 
your Lord’s return, for He may come to- 
day.’ Every night when we lie down to 
sleep we should ask ourselves the ques- 
tion, ‘Would I be ready for my Lord’s 
return if He should come before I wake 
in the morning?’ ”—Torrey.

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Some Problems of Young 
People 


“Love not the world,” 1 John 2:15; 
“Ye are not of the world,” John 17:14; 
“Who did hinder you?” Gal. 5:7. 

In living the Christian life there are 
problems that apply more especially to 
young people. - 

1. It is not easy to take a stand that 
makes you different from others. Israel 
wanted a king and gods as the nations 
around her. And so young people feel 
natural in acting as other young people 
about them. While it is true that the 
comforts of salvation amply repay all we 
lose in standing for Christ, yet such re- 
wards may not appear at once. 


2. Before the young Christian is es- 
tablished Satan may easily make him be- 
lieve he is missing some pleasure that is 
rightfully his. It is sometimes hard to 
show the immediate danger of practicing 
certain things forbidden in God’s Word 
and yet the only safe path for old and 
young is full obedience to God’s Word, 
no matter what are the pleasures to be 


denied. 


3. Procrastination, one of Satan’s 
specialties, is to make young people be- 
lieve that they can enjoy the world for a 
season and yet get into the service of 
God in plenty of time. He has certainly 
wrought much havoc with this scheme. 

4. Young people are sometimes made 
to believe that if they are saved, there 
are certain worldly functions and pleas- 
ures that are harmless, and that some 
preachers are too strict and make it too 
hard for them. But there is only one 
safe rule for all, if young or old, and 
that is to steer clear of all conduct which 
is contrary to the letter and spirit of the 
gospel—in music, singing, entertainment, 
radio programs and all else. 


5. No doubt many of the trials and 
problems of young people come from the 
fact that Satan is working in a special 
and direct way to upset their faith. If 
Satan goes some times “‘as a roaring lion” 
and sometimes as “an angel of light” to 
carry on his work of destruction and 
ruin, you can count on it that he is al- 
Ways using tactics of one kind or an- 
other against the young Christian. 

6. In conclusion let us remind you that 
there is one safe prescription for all, and 
amid all the trials, hindrances, and dif- 
ficulties it works. It is this, surrender 
your all to the Lord, keep your heart and 
mind stayed upon Him, and follow Him 
fully and you will always come out 
“more than conqueror,” 1 Cor. 15:57, 
58. 
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A Cake Not Turned 


MYRTLE WHITEHEAD 


“Ephraim, be hath mixed himself 
among the people; Ephraim is a cake not 
turned,” Hosea 7:8. 

This subject has come to my heart so 
forcibly until I lay aside everything and 
write. My text will be “A cake not 
turned.” 

We first want to consider how cakes 
were cooked in those days. They were 
cooked on hot pieces of iron, on hot sand 
or brick. If they failed to turn the cake, 
and cooked it only on one side, it was 
neither bread nor dough. 

“A cake not turned” is a figurative 
expression illustrating the mixture of 
truth and idolatry, Jews and Gentiles 
among the Ephraimites. 

Now Ephraim was the second son of 
Joseph. Before the death of Jacob, Jo- 
seph carried his sons, Ephraim and Ma- 
nasseh, to him for a blessing before his 
death. He was supposed to put his right 
hand on the head of the first-born and 
bless him. But it seemed that Jacob felt 
that Ephraim would be greater than 
Manassea and the special blessing was 
given to the second son, Ephraim. No 
doubt Jacob prayed a great blessing on 
this grandson, but when the land of Ca- 
naan was divided by lots into different 
tribes, they got into trouble. One trou- 
ple they had was that the Canaanites, 
who remained with them, were still 
dwelling there. They were non-Israelite 
inhabitants, a people of a seditious sect, 
e: pecially conspicious at the siege in Jeru- 
salem. They taught that all foreign rule 
over Jews was unscriptural and opposed 
that rule in every way. 

No doubt Ephraim in mixing himself 
with the people became influenced by 
their seditious teaching, adultery, and 
idolatry. He exalted himself in Israel and 
made for them images of their silver, and 
idols according to their understanding. 
They made the king glad with their 
wickedness and their princes with their 
lies. His strength was devoured by 
strangers but his hypocrisy was found 
out, and the Lord said, “Ephraim is 
joined to his idols, let him go.” God will 
just turn us over to the devil if we 
don’t do right. 

In Eph. 5:11 Paul tells us to have no 
fellowship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather reprove them. Some 
may think we can win the world by 
mixing with them, participating in 
things they do. Jesus says in Matt. 6:24, 
“No man can serve two masters, for 
either he will hate the one and love the 
other, or else he will hold to the one and 
despise the other. Ye can not serve God 


and mammon.”’ If we try to be a Chris- 
tian and try to fellowship the world we 
are as “a cake not turned.” 

Dough baked on one side is neither all 
bread nor dough, not fit for anything. 
God wants a separate people. 2 Cor. 6:17, 
“Come out from among them and be ye 
separate, and touch not the unclean 
thing, and I will receive you.” O God, 
help me to live a life separate from the 
world. 

“Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, to visit the 
fatherless and the widows in their afflic- 
tion and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world.” We can soon lose our strength 
and power by mixing with the ungodly 
things of this world. 

Ephraim seemed to be bound by the 
sin of idolatry. I want to say here that 
we don’t have to make an image of some 
description to have an idol, but any- 
thing we love more than we do the Lord 
is an idol. We can’t mix with the world. 
Religion and worldly things won*t mix. 
Truth and idolatry won’t mix. God’s un- 
adulterated Word and pure salvation 
won’t mix with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, 

If there ever was a time when we as 
ministers and laymembers of the Church 
of God needed to be more careful how 
we lived, it is now. It will mean much 
to be qualified to meet the Lord in the 
air. The least imperfection will hinder us 
from being in the bride. 

I don’t want to be classed with the 
people John spoke of in Rev. 3:1, 16. 
“I know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot. I would that thou 
wert cold or hot. So then because thou 
art lukewarm and neither cold nor hot, I 
will spue thee out of my mouth.” “A 
cake not turned,” neither bread nor 
dough. 

Matt. 12:30, “He that is not with me 
is against me.” Some may think they caa 
win their worldly friends by dressing like 
them, partaking of worldly things as 
they do, but that is encouraging them ia 
their own way, not God’s. If we have to 
lower the standard to get people to come 
into the Church of God, they won’t 
amount to anything when we get them. 
We need to be an example for people to 
follow, that by our daily life, our dress, 
and conversation, they may be able to 
see Christ Jesus in us. 

It is not the big things altogether that 
the devil will offer us, but little no- 
harm sins. Some people just leave off as 
little of the world as they can, just give 
up some special things the Church stands 
against, just to stay in the Church. I have 
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heard of some sisters saying they would 
come out of the Church before they 
would agree to wear long sleeves in their 
dresses, should the Assembly pass that 
rule. They love their mode of dress, the 
styles, more than they do God and His 
Church. The Word of God tells us how 
we should dress and if we will obey it, 
the precious brothers will not have to 
mention the dress question in Bishops’ 
Council. It is embarrassing to think they 
have these things to do, when the grace 
of God which bringeth this wonderful 
salvation will teach us what to do. 

May God help us to live a separate 
life and not he of “the cake not turned” 
class, but be ceady when the cry is made, 
“Behold, the Bridegroom cometh; go ye 
out to meet him.”

Through 

I am praising God to-night for the 
great change that has been wrought in 
my life. I thank Him for being so merci- 
ful to me and ieading me into this holi- 
ness way. 

I was brought up in the Baptist 
church, joined by card and a handshake. 
I stayed in the Baptist church for about 
five years and was always taught that we 
had to sin more or less every day. I went 
on to the worldly amusement shows and 
other places of amusement as usual. 

Time went by and I came to myself 
one day and saw that I was lost and go- 
ing to hell. I had never been born again; 
I had never had a change of heart. I be- 
gan to read my Bible and pray and I 
made myself an altar just anywhere, 
when I wanted to pray; up on the moun- 
tain, at the barn, or in the cornfield. I 
have laid down my hoe and knelt be- 
tween the corn rows many times and 
prayed, my héart hungering and thirst- 
ing for a reality. The more I prayed, the 
hungrier I got. 

As I stated a while ago, I stayed in the 
Baptist church five years. They started 
having socials, plays, and suppers in the 
basement of the church and I didn’t be- 
lieve in that, didn’t think it was really 
right. Its members would go to the pic- 
ture show and all kinds of worldly 
amusements and I didn’t think a Chris- 
tian ought to go to such places, so I left 
the Baptist church and went to the 
Methgdist and it was practically the 
same thing there. From there I went tc 
the Lutherans and still they didn’t have 
what I was hunting for. During all this 
time God was dealing with my heart. 
There was a longing in my _ heart for 
something and I didn’t know what it 
was. 

I had read in the Bible where we could 
be sanctified. Now my pastor didn’t be- 
lieve in that, I realized we had to live 
above sin before we ever got to heaven. 
This was before I ever heard holiness 
preached but I didn’t know how to go 
about it to get sanctified. 

I had the privilege of attending a Bap- 
tist courtry meeting. I wanted to be 
sanctified so I went to the altar. The 
preacher came to me and said, “Mily, 
aren’t you a Christian?” I told him yes 
but I wanted to be sanctified. He said, 
“That’s impossible,” and many others 
told me I was good enough, they said I 
must not think I could get so good as to 
be sanctified, but that didn’t make me 
doubt but what I could be sanctified. 
Oh, how hungry my heart was. Every 
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piece of literature I could get hold of on 
sanctification or holiness, I would order. 

About twelve years ago my _ uncle, 
who was a holiness preacher at that time, 
came with his wife up here from Arizona 
on a visit and he would have street 
meetings of evenings. I was ashamed of 
them and didn’t want the public to see 
me with them. I would go to town with 
them but I would stay in the car, I 
didn’t want people to see me. God kept 
talking to my heart and a few years at- 
ter that my uncle and aunt came back 
and started a meeting at Hayesville, N. 
C. The devil says, ““Now’s your chance te 
seek the Lord for your wants, you are off 
over there where none of your friends or 
anybody who knows you will see you, 
and you won’t have to say anything 
about it when you go home. If you do, 
you will lose every friend you have.” I 
fell into the altar and sought God with 
all my heart. I was so hungry for a sat- 
isfying portion. The Lord showed me I 
had to make some restitutions and con- 
fess some things. I thought, O Lord, 
you will have to help me and give me 
grace. I had to give back $4.10 to a com- 
pany that had been ten years in the past. 
I said, “Yes, Lord, I’ll pay that back, I’ll 
do just anything, only sanctify me.” J 
had been addicted to the snuff habit for 
a number of years and I had to lay that 
aside, but that has been a great tempta- 
tion to me at times. An honest confession 
is good for the soul. I’m glad God knows 
my heart and understands. 

A few years later the Lord baptized 
me with the Holy Ghost. I never will 
forget the night, it was about 11:30. I 
was dead to the world for sometime.

I lost the best friend I had on earth 
about two months ago—my dear moth- 
er. I don’t understand why God took her 
but God does all things well.

Now there are only 
three of us in family—a brother, my 
father, and I. My father is about ready 
to step off the stage of action and he is 
not ready. Please remember him in prayer.

felt more encouraged than ever to go 
through. It’s wonderful to attend 
the Assembly, but just think of 


that great home gathering that is going 
to take place in the skies, and surely it 
won’t be long. Just a little while to tar- 
ry, just a little while to wait, just a few 
more days of trouble, then we will lay 
down these heavy crosses that we have 
been carrying so long and exchange them 
for a crown. Thank the Lord. 

I was brought up in a home where 
there was quarreling and God’s name 
taken in vain until many times I wished 
I were dead; but the great Shepherd had 
His hand upon my life. After getting 


saved I was persecuted and called 
all kinds of names but there was 
nothing in me that wanted to 
fight back. Sometimes my loved 


ones wanted me to go places or do 
certain things which I didn’t approve 
of and they found fault and accused me 
of not loving them because I didn’t do 
this or that.

filled, V. 18. Matt. 1:18, 23. 

Jesus Himself began at Moses and all 
the prophets and expounded unto His 
followers in the Scriptures the things 
concerning Himself, Luke 24:27. Isaiah 
one of the prophets, said, “The Lord 
himself shall give you a sign; behold a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call His name Immanuel,” 7:14. 
Again, Isa. 9:6, “For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given:.... his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace.” 

All children have fathers. “A son is 
given.” For all gifts there has to be a 
giver. Jesus was a wonderful counsellor, 
a mighty God to us, everlasting Father 
of life, the Prince of Peace. A prince is 
a king’s son. As to a sign given, Luke 
said, “For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord. And this shall be a sign 
unto you; Ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, lying in a 
manger,” Luke 2:11, 12. 

Zechariah 9:9, “Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zion; shout O daughter of 
Jerusalem: behold, thy King cometh unto 
thee: he is just, and having salvation; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass.”’ See Matt. 
21:1-5 for the fulfillment of this prophe- 
cy given over four hundred years before. 

The fifty-third chapter of Isaiah re- 
fers to Christ with a description of His 
suffering, coupled with John 18:37, “To 
this end was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world.” Also Matt. 20: 
28, “Came .... to minister, and to give 
his life a ransom.” Here is a clincher, and 
if you can’t accept it, you don’t believe 
God or His Word. “But when the full- 
ness of time was come, God sent forth 
his Son, made of a woman, made under 
the law, to redeem them that were under 
the law,” Gal. 4:4, 5. Connect this with 
such scriptures as Gen. 3:15; 49:10; 
Isa. 7:14; Dan. 9:24; Micah 5:3; Matt. 
1:21, 23, “Shalt call His name JESUS; 
v. 25; 5:17; Mark 1:15; Luke 1:31; 2: 
7-11; the sign to you, v 12, named by 
angels, vv. 21-40; begotten by God the 
Father, John 1:14—there must be a be- 
getter to all that is begotten—Rom. 1:3; 
Eph. 1:10; Phil. 2:7. Besides the sign, it 
was said, “Unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Savior, which is 
Christ the Lord.” It became a reality, a 
fact. It certainly happened. We know 
the story, we feel the effect. He has re- 
deemed all who came. 

This God child, this Savior, this Son 
of God, this Redeemer, Advocate, Inter- 
cessor, Mediator, He came of His own 
free will and accord, His choice. No one 
else has ever been so privileged as tc 
choose his birthplace, but this was for a 
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great purpose. This was the Father’s 
wishes and He gladly made ready, ac- 
cepted the message and said, I will con- 
descend to go, to do the will of the 
Father (John 4:34), who sent Him, 7: 
16; 6:38. He said, “If ye believe in God, 
believe also in me.” He also said, This 
message (gospel) is not mine but His 
that sent me, So He was a message bear- 
er, a missionary to this world. He had a 
work and a message that no one else 
could do or handle and He did it and 
did it well, through the anointing and 
approval of God. Being empowered He 
so completely, successfully, overwhelm- 
ingly. and satisfactorily carried out the 
complete plan in this program, that no 
complaint was ever voiced from the 
Father, His dispensational grant of pow- 
er. He was able to meet every demand 
of the Father and mete out justice, judg- 
ment, and blessings to every one. 


His power was limited, proving that 
He was ‘not God the Father, but the 
Son. He had no creative power. He lim- 
ited Himself to do only the Father’s will. 
He was obedient unto death even the 
death of the cross. “To do thy will, O 
God,” was His cry, and in recognition 
He said, “My Father is greater than I,” 
John 14:28. His life was full of won- 
ders. He went about doing good. His 
work was preaching the gospel message 
to all, ministering to the poor, sick, and 
needy, healing all manner of sickness and 
disease, working miracles, raising the 
dead, casting out devils, forgiving the 
sins of all who confessed. He was the on- 
ly earthly human that ever had this pow- 
er granted him. No minister, king, pope, 
or priest can forgive sins. For all of His 
goodness He was despised and rejected of 
men; not a speck of sin or sin stain 
could be found in His pure, clean and 
holy life, but for His goodness, honesty, 
and righteousness He was slain by pro- 
fessors—men who had drifted from 
God’s law of love until they loved dark- 
ness rather than light because of their 
evil deeds. It is dangerous to drift from 
God or reject Him. 


Christ was always conscious of His di- 
vine nature and relation to God, and sub- 
mitted to the will of the Father. If He 
did have all power granted unto Him, He 
could not have manifested more than was 
bound in the call and the commission in- 
volving His mission to the lost world. If 
He had, He would have become exalted, 
become as a fallen angel, for anything 
apart from the will of God would have 
been sin and when you sin you join the 
forces of evil. If He had owned the 
world, He could have dethroned the 
devil and His forces while the devil was 
tempting Him on the pinacle and the 
mountain. But instead He said that man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by ev- 
ery word that proceedeth out of the

mouth of God, Matt. 4. He was and is 
the faithful witness. 

He is called the Son of the Highest, 
Luke 1:32. God said, “This is my Son, 
hear ye Him;” “In whom I am well 
pleased.”” God claimed Him and honored 
Him as the Son sent, anointed and em- 
powered Him for service, Acts 10:38. 
Jesus knew that He was the Son of God 
and that God was His Father, that He 
proceeded from the Father as all other 
sons, and He honored and served Him as 
such. John 10:29;14:1. He came in the 
form and likeness of God and thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God, 
Phil. 2:5, 8. Eph. 1:15; Heb. 1:3. Angels 
worshipped and adored Him as the Son, 
Luke 2:10. Men fell at His feet, poured 
out their treasures. Heaven and earth re- 
joiced at His birth, the angels sang, the 
wise men followed His star, the shep- 
herds rushed to the city of David, Beth- 
lehem, to join in the glad affair. Then 
with the angels a multitude of the heav- 
enly host broke forth in praises to God, 
all because of the Son of God—a Savior 
born. 

Peter said, “Thou art Christ the Son 
of the living God,” Matt. 16:16. Other 
men said, “Thou art the Son of God,” 
14:33. John said, “Behold the Lamb of 
God.” The meanest man said, “I have be- 
trayed innocent blood.” Stephen, “Ye 
have betrayed and murdered the Jusz 
One, Acts 7:52. Paul, “God... . raised 
unto Israel a Saviour, Jesus,” 13:23. 
The devil said, “What have I to do with 
Thee, thou Son of God most High?” 
Luke 8:28. 

There is only one event of His early 
life (at the age of twelve) recorded in 
Luke 2. He said unto his parents, ““Wist 
ye not that I must be about my Fath- 
er’s business?” He astonished the learned 
men, and Luke said He grew in wisdom 
and stature and in favor with God and 
man. Jesus said, “I am the door,” John 
10. Through Him we have redemption 
back into the favor of God and heaven. 
In no other name can we trust, Acts 4: 
12. He made the sacrifice and through 
this sacrifice only we have hope to be 
reconciled to the Father, Gal. 1:4; Heb. 
9:14.
